ROTATING WORK 


President Harding in hia -latest message to 


Congress suggested that a small bonus is a-poof 
palliative to the millions of men who are laced 
with unemployment. Many of these have n« 
thought of prospect of a bonus to relieve their 
situation. 


This section of the country has not suffered 


greatly from unemployment «o lftrt except in th* 
mining districts, But the condition-is sa wide, 
spread that social workers are -giving jmtch 
thought to it. From their study some interesting 
suggestions have issued. 


Charitable relief for unemployment is but a 


makeshift. Unemployment insurance is a doubfe 
ful good. So far as possible, relief should cotue 
from readjustment in industry and wage scales. 
With this in mind many Eastern factories 
have established rotation of employment. Under1 


this system one shift of workers are put on the 
job a week and then go off' for .a week, while 
others take their-places, or different shifts take, 
alternate days. It is found that such rotation 
is not expensive, and that by means of ft work-is- 
^iuerito-all-rather than_a few__reJtinjK all the work.. 


Where the work is highly skilled, such rotation 


is difficult if not impossible. But the vast ma- 
jority of workers are serai-^kill^d, - 


Until the cost of living and vrf&t scales are re- 


adjusted, rotation of employment is a better 
meliorate than Govermrrent aid. Federal em- 
ployment insurance "»e direct relief. 
Of course, 


the only complete remedy for unemployment is a 
return to normalcy in living costs «nd wages. 
But a reduction of seasonal output in industry, 
public buHding and construction work and rota- 
tion in employment are useful palliatives until 
better condition? obtain.—Minneapolis Journal.
